i FARMERS SHOULD GROW HEAVIER HORSES

Right Kind of Percherons for Farm Use.

You and I and everyone who I8 in |
the business of furming and ntm-k!
raising keep horses because they are
our source of farm power. They are

the engines that do our work. If we
have undersized, serubby, "oat-
hammed"” anlmals, the farm power

that doea our work Is
As It should be .

wasted time. PFarm machinery 8 not
gatting any lighter and It takes a
good team of horses to pull a heavy

We ought to ralse big horses. not
the tremendous "ton horses” used on
firm streets for draying, bul animals
able and welghly enough to handle
with ease the heavy machinery that
tha agriculturist must use st this
time. If we are going to ralse horses
for the markets we will have to
thoose betweon two types In the very
The big demand (s going
to be for the massive draft horse or
for the anlmnl of the army type, suys
n writer In the Farm Progress. Light
I:ull! gasoline vehicles have eliminnt-
ed from tho markets many of the in
termedinte types of horses, The farm
will have to be the main field of the *
horse In the future

We can ralse big horses anywhere
in Ameriea with o very few excep
tlong. One of the things we will be
foreed to do I8 to look more care
fully after the feeding of the draft
type of colt. Our grulns uud grasses
are Just as nourlsghing as those of
any of the great foreign horse-breed-
Ing wections where the finest types
of heavy horses are bred and ma-
tured,

The trouble has been that we have
pald more attentlon to our horses

after they were three or four years |

old than we did when they wore colts,
I have noted that the yearling and
the two-yenrold colt Is not gliven very
much attention on the average farm.

The substitution of blg horses for
the smull animale now found on the
majority of farms cannot be accom
plished in one year or in ten vears.
It will be a proposition of changing
the breed, of getting up to the stand

ard of the pure and the nearly pure
bred. ‘There are not enough heavy |
mares In most locallties to start In
miaking the change. Fven this part

of the change will have to be wnrkm|l

out slowly by the breeding of our

medloere mares to draft gtalllons

e

While this method s a sort of &
makoshift, anyone who knows condlk
tions as they are on the average farm
will Agres that it Is about the only
practical way. The farmer cannot af-
ford to aell off what brood mares he
now has and buy tho right type of
mothers for the future heavy welght
furm draft animals. He will have to
raise themn and it will take (wo or
three generations to get them where
they ought to be for the resl results
to be apparent.

If we want to raise really good
horses we will have to stop the prac-
tice of “roughing” the yearling and
the two-yenrold colt through the win-
ter and letting them depond entirely
upon pasturage through the summer.
Thesas two years are the most critieal
period In the growtd and general de-
velopment of the colt

A colt will make about hall of his
growth during the firsl twelvo
monthe of his life, 1f he folle to do
this a certaln amount of stunting has
bheen done that cannot be overcome
by subsequent care and feeding

It Ig not absolutely necessary, nor
ut all times profitable to imitate na-
ture In every detall, yet it should be
done an far as practical. Fresh alr,
sunshine, pure water and lots of ex-
ercise ean usually be provided with.
out groat cost of much affort It pas
ture and crops are properly supplos
mented with concentrated foeds, any
Intelllgent farmer sghould be able to
make o success growing hogs, pro-
vided proper enre and judgment are
used In managing a hord,
